Cleveland, O., tee. }—It is 
reported on what seems to be good authority 
that John D. Rockefeller has become the 
backer of H. C. Frick in plans to 
iron and steel manufactories in 
to the Carnegie company. 

When Andrew Carnegie forced H.

to retire from the Carnegie Steel company he 


probably did not realize that Mr. k could 
immediately become associated with an ag- 
gregation of capital that would make him a 


formidable competiter. Had he known that 
John D. Rockefeller was back of 
Carnegie might have deemed it advisable not 
to sever relations with his general thanager. 

It is now claimed that Mr. Rockefeller is 
not only back of Mr. Frick, but stands 
pledged to furnish all the financial assist- 
ance the Pittsburg man needs. ‘he same 


| authority tells why Frick and others did not 


buy out Carnegie. It was not because Frick 
could not raise the money. The people as- 
sociated with him, including Mr. Rockefel- 
ler, thought Carnegie's price, $125,000,000, 
was greatly in excess of the value of the 
properties offered, and concluded they could 
duplicate the plants for much less money. 


Points of Di 

Frick and Carnegie have never agreed 
thoroughly as to business management. 
Carnegie was familiar with the large fur- 
naces in the Cleveland district, Great Brit- 
ain, and believed the English iron masters 
had been right in taking the back track 
after scoring a heavy loss on several fur- 
naces measuring from twenty-four to thirty 
feet. Mr. Frick had other ideas. He finally 
carried his point and built four furnaces 
with an average pally production of 400 tons 


_of pig iron each. 


These furnaces were an immediate success 
and enabled the Carnegie company to make 
pig iron for $9 a ton. It was the success of 
these furnaces that led J. Stephen Jeans, 
formerly secretary of the British Iron and 
Steel association, to predict that American 
practice would quickly win supremacy in 
the world’s metal markets. His prophecy 
was fulfilled even sooner than he expected.

When he had acquired Mesaba, the furnaces 
and mills at Superior, and the whalebacks, 
Rockefeller dreamed of being the iron king. 
It was about that time that W. im Mellon, 
elde&t son of Thomas Mellon, or ed the 
Crescent Pipe Line company and the W. L. 
Mellon Oil company, the latter becoming a 
large producer of petroleum. The Mellons 
and Carnegie Steel company algo engaged 
in the natural gas business. There were 
evidences that H. C. Frick, acting for the 
Carnegie Steel company, had entered the 
game with Mr. Rockefeller. Rockefeller 


then found it advisable to abandon the idea 


of building up, a tremendous steel manufac- 
turing business along the lakes, and the 
Crescent Pipe Line compafy and Meilon 


Oil company, which had been cutting into 
‘the’ trade of the Standard, passed into the 
control of Mr. Rockefeller. 


Objects to Compromise 
‘Then Mr. Frick became Mr. Rockefeller’s 
largest customer for Mesaba ore. Three 
years ago the Oliver Iron Mining company 
came into being and took over the Mesaba 
business; Rockefeller continuing in direct 


control of the transporting steamers on 


the lakes. Thése Were some of the arrange- 
ments Andrew Carnegie objected to. Mr. 


‘Frick then started the movement to buy 


Carnegie out. 
H. C. Frick retains a'‘controlling interest 
in the H. C. Frick Coke company, together 
with the Mellons. Frick, Mellon, Rockefel- 
ler, and Harry W. Oliver control Mesaba. 
They also control the ore carfiers on the 
lakes and are large holders of the securities 
of the Pittsburg, Bessemer and Lake Erie 
railroad—known as the Carnegie lake road. 
These men are able to secure every advan- 
tage in coke, ore, and transportation which 
the Carnegie company now enjoys, and some 
others in addition. They have e more money 
than Carnegie and are prepared to enter into 


‘competition with the Carnegie company, 


which they propose doing at on¢e. | 
The present authorized capital of the Union 
company—$10,000,000—is only a beginning. 
Frick is worth more than that amount him- 
self. The $10,000,000 will put a plant on the 
acquired site near McKeesport. U!- 
mately not less than $25,000,000 will be in- 
vested, possibly twice that much.

Ship Canal Records dhow Gains in 
Grain and Ore Movement—New ~ 
York Loses Commerce. 


Duluth, Minn., Dec. 10—Pigures for the 
Sault ship eanal, threugh which passes the ; 
traffic of the Lake Superior region, have been 
computed to the close of November, leaving” 
only about 250,000 tons to finish the greatest 
year ever known. To December the total | 
tonnage of the canal was 24,636,568 tons of | 
freight. This is an increase of 15 per cent 
over last year. The increase of 1898 over 1807 — 
was 12 per cent.

Prominent Protestant Episcopal clergy- 
men of Chicago and the West attack the

Anglican faith, after forty-seven years of 
pulpit service, and his entry into the Roman | 
Catholic Church. They assert that he has) 
taken a position which he cannot maintain: | 
that in seeking to escape the “ higher crit- 
icism’’ complained, of in the Protestant | 
church he has gone over to the faith which | 
first gave impetus to this line of research. | 
It is stated that the Bible of the English | 
Church tells of one faith, despite Dr. De 
Costa's insistence that it supplies many 
faiths as used in Protestant worship. The. 
New York clergyman is named as the first | 
to leave the Anglican Church on the ground | 
of its attitude toward the Bible. 

“Dr, De Costa's action is not surpris- | 
ing,’ said the rector of ofe of Chicago’s | 
largest churches yesterday. ‘ To tell the 
truth, he always has been regarded as rather 
eccentric In his acts and beliefs. ~1 do not 
make the statement from pique when I gay~ 
that the Protestant Episcopal Church has 
not sustained a great loss.” 

Dr. Stone Reviews De Costa. 

“Dr. De Costa has taken a position he 
cannot maintain,’’ said the Rev. Dr. Jarhes| 
8. Stone, rector of St. James’. ‘‘ He claims 
that the tendency toward higher criticism 
In the Anglican Church has left the Roman 
Catholic faith the only one which accepts 
the Bible as a truth in its entirety without re- 
sorting to inquiry. Well, he will find that 
the Chureh of Rome is committed to criti- 
oism and scholarly research just as much as 
the English Church. It was a priest of the 
Roman Church who gave the first impetus 
to higher criticism. This priest was Richard 
Simon, a member of the oratory from 1678 
to 1689. The Church of Rome has never 
hesitated to allow research on the good.

“ Dr. De Costa is the first renouncer of the 
Protestant Church to base his act on the 
Bible. He states that John Henry Newman 
preceded him. That happened in 1844 and 
the cases.are wholly unlike.

Church. Why, I know of one priest who de- 
termined to follow the course the New York 
clergyman has taken, but who returned to. 
the English Church because criticism went 
to such lengths in the otlier. He went to the 
university at Washington, and from the 
lectures heard there determined that the 
Church of Rome was too broad. The New 
Testament passed through the same ordeal 
now, being directed toward the Old Testa- 
ment.

The Carpetbagger, 
A play in four acts, by Opie Read and 
Frank Pixley. Presented at McVicker's 
Theater by Tim Murphy and his com- 
pany. | 
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As long as Tim Murphy himself refuses 
to change the style of his name there is 
no use in referring to him as Mr. Timothy 
‘Murphy. He has the right to be titled as 


he pleases, and, besides, he seems to get- 
| along well enough as plain Tim. In that 


personality he was welcomed warmly last 
night at MeVicker’s Theater, which was 
his for a sitgle night for the presentation 
‘to Chicago of the play, ‘‘ The Carpetbag- 
ger.” ‘Perhaps his own reception was warm- 
er than that given to the play, though enough 
of favor was shown the latter to prove it 
liked as an eveniiig’s entertain- 
ment. 

The worst thing that can be said about 
Melville Grance, carpetbag Governor of Mis- 
sissippi, and the pivot on which the play 
Swings, is that he reforms too quickly. 
Like some other of Opie Read’s characters, 
he begins one way and ends another, with 
no adequate explanation for the switching 
of routes. The best excuse that Mr. Read 
and his associate, Mr. Pixley, offer for 
the mental oddities of the Governor and 
former Chicago auctioneer is that they se- 
eured Mr. Murphy to put him through the 
stage transition from a double-dyed scoun- 
drei to a double-wabhed saint. The justi- 
fication is almost.comp . The actor does 
his task so well that when the curtain falls 
on the last act scarce any but pleasant im- 
pressions remain on the mind. And, after 
all, that is the test between a satisfactory 
and an unsatisfactory play. A great play 
‘sometimes fails to meet it. J 

The fitness of Mr. Murphy for his part is 
a lucky coincidence. THe play was not writ- 
ten about him, but it might as well have 
been. It fits him as well as “‘ A Bachelor's 
Romance ” fitted Sol Smith Russell. Speak- 
ing of the latter, the resemblance {fn physical 
appearance and in methods between him and 
Mr. Murphy is so striking that no wonder 
the trail of “‘ The Carpetbagger "’ around the 
country has been marked by comments rel- 
ative to it. In addition, Mr. Murphy has at-

He is the Murphy of “ A Texas 
Steer,”” and his surroundings are those of 
farce as truly as they were in the Hoyt crea- 
tion. In this act he is the rascal, admitting 
brazenly he came to the State of Mississippi 
to secure the spoils of war. To his own 
shrewdness hé owes it that he has manip- 
ulated himself into the Governor’s chair, 
and to his unbridled rapacity he owes it that 
he is at once the wealthiest and the worst. 
hated man in the State, The act passes in 
the Statehouse chamber, and its thcidents 


are broadly farcical—so much so that the. 


characterizations appear artificid] as soon 
as it is found that the rest of the movement 
of the play is Supposed to be serious. The 
wonderful reformation is caused by the ap- 
pearance of a beautiful Southern widow, 
Mrs, Fairburn. The Governor falls deeply 
in love with “her and thereafter is imbued 
with some reality, despite the Quixotic turn 
his impulses take. The coming of conscien- 
tiousness is his political and financial ruin, 


but In the end he wins the widow.’ Just how © 


he was able to live afterwards in a com- 
munity he had outraged is not explained. 

There are two slight counterplots, one of 
them too farcical for the sentimental situa- 
tions into which it intrudes, the other more 
melodramatic than is essential. Two ju- 
venile lovers, Roy Fairburn and Nellie 
Crance, the Governor's daughter, keep the 
one a-moving and a logroller and a lobby- 
ist, Bob Willetts and Lucy Linford, supply 
the action to the other. In one act the farce 
prevents a tragedy. The lovers would elope, 
and in being found out one of them learns 
the secret of an intended sword duel be- 
tween the Governor and his opponent, Major 
Reynolds. Intervention comes at the mo- 
ment the swords are flashing sparks through 
the midnight air Ther in the last act there 
is a stirring scene with pistols. “ The Car- 
petbagger "’ begins in farce and ends in 
melodrama, and is comedy occasionally, but 
the incongruity of the mixture is not suffi- 
cient to spoil its chances of life—as long as 
Mr. Murphy is the carpetbagger. The come- 
dian has enlisted capable support.

CONTINUED STRESS IN THE LONDON

Present Anxiety Indicates Bank Rate 
May Be Further Advanced, as Pre- 
vatling Figure of Six Per Cent Fails 
to Attract the Required Gold—De- 
mand for the Metal Unusually Keen 
Increased Estimate of War's Cost 
Speculative Distress.

LONDON, Dec. 10.—Nervousness and 


‘@nxiety are increasing in our money mar- 


‘ket because the people begin to see how 
difficult it is for any other market to supply 
their necessities in the matter of gold. Ex- 
changes have responded in the usual manner 
to our 6 per cent bank rate, but as they 
move in our favor steps are taken by the 
markets threatened to prevent a loss of 
bullion. 

The Bank of France wished to advance its 
rate to 4 per cent on Thursday, but the gov- 
ernment asked for a half measure, which 
does no good, so the regents fall back on 


bullion at any price, and only imminent 
danger of a panic here will induce them to 
change their tactics. 

America’s Help Needed.

Supefficially, the strength of the state 
Hanks of Europe appears greater now thana 
year ago. France, Germany, Spain, Austria, 
and Italy all show more gold on hand now 
than last December. Unfortunately every 
one of them shows heavier liabilities and the 
rapid and severe advance of the Bank of 
Engiand’s rate this autumn has caught all 
unprepared to support or cover their exces- 
sive’ commitments on their own resources 
alone. The probable consequence of the im- 
passé thus confronting all markets will be 
an advance of the Bank of England's rate to 
7 per cent. 


Influx of Gold. 
It-is hardly expected this eitvance Wil be 
Yormalily announced this year, but next week 
the bank will probably charge 7 per cent for 
Short loans. It will certainly do so should 
the demand attain great proportions. Our6é 
per cent rate bas thus far only attracted

trouble in the near future have been dis- 
counted in the market till yesterday, when it 
showed some weakness. At ome time three 
months’ bankers’ acceptances were bought 
Slightly under 5% per cent discount. The 
fact is, the average handler of credit tends 
to become a mere machine, incapable of ac- 
curate perceptions of the drift of events. All . 
week clear sighted bankers were strugg!ing 
against the weak-kneed aspect of the mar- 
ket, and today are finding thoughtless com- 
petitors more eager after a high rate than 
they were. A common rate is now 5% per 
cent,’ but it. is doubtful tf. much business 
could be done in discounts umder the bank 
rate, and leading houses are indisposed to 
take long paper at any terms. And no won- 
der, for the bank thinks the sales of its con- 
sols.and the diminution of its bill case are 
conipletely in control of the market. This is 
the most reassuring fact about the situation.

Revival of Speculati e Trade.
